*In  order  to  render  this  figure  comparable  with  the  death  rate  for  the 
country  as  a whole,  it  must  be  multiplied  by  the  “ Comparability 
Factor,”  0.85,  which  has  been  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  as 
requisite  to  redress  the  abnormal  constition  of  the  local  population  from 
the  point  of  view  of  sex  and  age  components.

In  addition,  172  samples  of  milk  were  examined  biologically 
for  the  Tubercle  Bacillus.  Of  these  samples,  162  proved  negative, 
8 proved  positive  and  the  results  of  2 were  inconclusive. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Sanitary  Authority 
or  by  the  County  Council  : — 

(1)  Tuberculosis  Institutions  are  provided  by  the  Essex  County 
Council. 

(2)  Maternity  Hospital.  Hospital  treatment  is  provided 
by  the  County  Council  by  arrangement  with  certain  hospitals  for 
the  following  types  of  patients  ; — 

(i)  Complicated  or  difficult  cases  of  confinement  where  hos- 

pital treatment  is  essential. 

(ii)  Cases  of  confinement  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical 

attendant,  the  patient  cannot  with  safety  be  confined 
in  her  own  home. 

(iii)  Patients  who,  after  confinement,  are  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

(iv)  Pregnant  women  for  whom  hospital  treatment  is  necessary. 

(3)  Hospital  for  Children.  Arrangements  are  made  by  the 
Essex  County  Council  with  certain  hospitals  for  the  reception  of 
infants  suffering  from  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  for  children 
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suffering  from  minor  ailments  such  as  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and 
those  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  as  recommended  by  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  for  such  conditions  as  rickets,  club  foot, 
infantile  paralysis.  See. 


(4)  Fever  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  for  both  the 
Borough  and  the  Rural  District  by  the  Chelmsford  Joint  Hospital 
Board.  The  Hospital  for  ordinary  infectious  diseases  situated  in 
Great  Baddow  consists  of  an  administrative  block,  a 14-bed  pavilion, 
a 7-bed  pavilion,  an  18-bed  asbestos  pavilion  and  the  necessary 
out-houses  (wash-house,  laundry,  disinfector,  mortuary.  See.) 


(5)  A Small-pox  Hospital  is  provided  by  the  Essex  County 
Council.  For  this  purpose  the  County  Council  has  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  the  Borough  of  Colchester  for  the  provision 
of  Hospital  treatment,  including  ambulance  services  for  small- 
pox cases. 

(6)  A General  Hospital  (Voluntary)  situated  in  the  Borough 
of  Chelmsford  serves  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District. 


Beyond  that  provided  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee, 
there  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegiti- 
mate infants  and  homeless  children  in  the  district. 


Registered  Nursing  Homes.  These  are  administered  by 
the  Essex  County  Council.  There  is  none  in  the  district. 


Ambulance  Facilities,  (a)  For  infectious  diseases  there  is 
a motor  ambulance  which  is  housed  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  in 
Great  Baddow. 

(b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  (Chelmsford 
Division),  for  their  ambulance  to  be  available  for  cases  in  the 
Rural  District.  There  is  an  agreement  in  force  for  the  reciprocal 
use  of  ambulances  throughout  the  County  of  Essex. 


Mortuaries.  There  is  a mortuary  for  infectious  cases  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Great  Baddow, 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Chelmsford  General 
Hospital  for  the  housing  of  bodies  from  the  District  and  the  hous- 
ing of  bodies  removed  by  order  of  a coroner.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Scheme  outlined  by  the  Council 
in  1933,  designed  to  provide  a piped  water  supply  throughout  the 
District,  was  nearing  completion. 

The  routes  along  which  the  mains  were  to  be  laid  under  this 
Scheme  have  been  described  in  previous  Annual  Reports. 

The  cost  of  the  whole  Scheme  will  be  approximately  £120,000, 
of  which  sum  nearly  £100,000  will  be  borne  by  the  local  rates. 

Prior  to  this  Scheme,  there  were  67  miles,  787  yards  of  water- 
mains  in  the  District  and  on  completion  of  the  Scheme  the  Council 
will  have  176  miles,  1,438  yards  of  watermains  under  their  control. 
This  is  exclusive  of  the  mains  in  Mountnessing  and  part  of  South 
Hanningfield  which  are  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  Southend 
Waterworks  Company. 

Extensions  to  existing  supplies,  totalling  15  miles,  1,729  yards, 
have  been  executed  during  1938.  Details  of  these  extensions 
are  given  on  the  following  pages.

The  District  Council  has  certain  statutory  rights  by  which 
water  can  be  procured  from  the  mains  of  the  Chelmsford  Corpora- 
tion (Chelmsford  Corporation  Water  Act,  1923),  Southend  Water- 
works Company  (Southend  Waterworks  Act,  1924),  and  South 
Essex  Waterworks  Company  (South  Essex  Waterworks  Act,  1928). 
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With  the  exception  of  Broomfield  and  the  statutory  area 
supplied  by  the  Southend  Waterworks  Company,  all  the  piped 
water  supply  of  the  District  will  ultimately  be  taken  from  the 
South  Essex  Waterworks  Company. 

This  Company’s  water  is  from  the  Stour  Valley  and  before 
being  put  into  supply  it  is  subjected  to  the  “Chloramine  treatment 
giving  a ratio  of  two  to  one,  i.e.,  two  parts  of  Chlorine  to  one  part 
of  Ammonia  and  the  actual  dosage  is  0.25  parts  per  million  Chlorine 
and  0.12  parts  Ammonia.”  The  supply  is  controlled  by  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examinations  and  the  Company  states — “ These 
analyses  are  done  weekly  and  since  we  started  the  Works  here, 
have  given  no  B.Coli  in  a 100  c.c.  during  this  period.” 

A copy  of  a recent  analysis  is  shown  on  page  26. 

Part  of  the  District  is  supplied  by  the  Southend  Waterwork 
Company  and  the  following  are  the  particulars  given  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  that  Company  : — 

“The  Parish  of  Mountnessing  and  part  of  the  Parish  of 
South  Hanningfield  are  included  in  the  Statutory  Area  of  the 
Southend  Waterworks  Company.  The  former  district  is  supplied 
with  deep  well  water  and  the  latter  with  water  drawn  from 
the  Company’s  Works  at  Langford  augmented  with  a supply 
from  deep  well  sources.  The  deep  well  water  goes  into 
supply  untreated  but  the  water  drawn  from  the  Company’s 
Works  at  Langford  is  treated  before  being  pumped  into 
the  mains. 

An  excess  lime  plant  is  installed  at  Langford,  where 
waters  from  the  Rivers  Chelmer,  Ter  and  Blackwater  are 
treated,  the  following  procedure  being  adopted  : — 

After  being  stored  for  ten  days  the  water  is  pumped 
to  the  Purification  Works  where  it  is  divided  in  the  ratio 
of  I : 6.  The  smaller  portion  is  mixed  with  lime  to  produce 
sufficient  lime  water  to  give  an  excess  of  2 grains  of  lime 
per  gallon  when  united  with  the  larger  portion,  which 
has  meanwhile  been  treated  with  alumina.  The  whole  of 
the  water  then  enters  the  Mixing  Tanks  where  it  is  thor- 
oughly agitated  and  from  there  it  passes  to  Dortmund 
or  Settling  Tanks,  where  a very  heavy  and  flocculent 
precipitate  settles  out.  The  water  then  flows  to  the 
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Contact  Tanks  where  there  is  close  contact  between  the 
water  and  lime  for  a period  of  22  hours  or  so.  The  water 
then  passes  to  the  Carbonating  Chamber  where  Carbon 
Dioxide  derived  from  coke  is  forced  into  the  water  in 
order  to  precipitate  the  excess  lime  and  partially  re- 
dissolve it. 

The  water  is  also  dosed  with  ground  activated 
carbon  to  remove  any  taste  or  odour  and  to  improve  the 
palatability  of  the  treated  product. 

Finally,  and  to  complete  the  treatment  the  water  is 
passed  through  Rapid  Gravity  Quartz  sand  filters. 

In  addition  to  this  thorough  treatment,  a Chlorinat- 
ing Plant  is  also  available  should  it  at  any  time  be  thought 
desirable  to  take  exceptional  precautions. 

The  Company  has  on  its  Staff  a fully  qualified  Chemist 
and  Bacteriologist  with  Staff  and  Laboratory  at  Langford, 
and  a daily  sample  for  complete  analysis  is  taken  prior  to 
the  treated  water  leaving  for  distribution.  A weekly  sample 
is  also  taken  for  complete  analysis  from  varying  points  in  the 
Area  and  from  the  wells  already  referred  to. 

An  eminent  firm  of  consulting  chemists  carry  out  a 
quarterly  inspection  of  the  Langford  Works  and  take  occas- 
ional samples  in  the  Company’s  Area  of  Supply  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examinations.  The  results  obtained 
throughout  1938  have  been  up  to  the  usual  high  standard.” 
A copy  of  an  analysis  is  shown  on  page  27. 

The  report  of  the  analysis  of  a sample  from  the  deep  borehole 
at  Broomfield  is  set  out  on  page  28. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a quarterly  analysis  from 
this  source  to  be  undertaken.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  work  involved  becomes  greater  week  by  week  owing  to 
the  increasing  number  of  houses  and,  while  the  cost  in  the  portion 
of  the  District  in  which  direct  labour  is  employed  is  fairly  con- 
stant, the  work  carried  out  by  contract  increases. 

During  the  year  the  Parishes  of  Danbury  and  Roxwell  have 
been  provided  with  regular  collection  services. 

The  total  number  of  houses  from  which  refuse  is  collected 
in  the  District  is  4,556. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  by  direct  labour  is  disposed 
of  on  Galleywood  Common  with  the  exception  of  that  from  the 
Parish  of  Ingatestone  which  is  disposed  of  locally  on  land  loaned 
free  of  cost  for  the  purpose. 

Some  years  ago  our  problem  was  to  find  tipping  grounds,  for 
which  rent  had  to  be  paid,  but  now  that  difficulty  does  not  arise 
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and  sites  have  been  obtained  and  are  still  obtainable  free  of  cost  on 
account  of  the  improvements  and  reclamation  of  land  created  by 
the  biological  method  of  disposal  known  as  controlled  tipping. 

The  refuse  collected  by  the  contractor  is  disposed  of  outside  your 
area. 


A weekly  collection  of  night  soil  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
in  portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Great  and  Little  Waltham.

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  within  the 
district  which  are  open  to  the  public. 

Swimming  Pool,  The  Chase,  Ingatestone.  This  swimming 
pool,  which  is  owned  by  The  Chase,  Ltd.,  was  constructed  about 
six  years  ago. 
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The  swimming  pool,  cafe,  and  adjoining  buildings  are  of 
reinforced  concrete. 

Dressing  cubicles  for  bathers  are  constructed  in  woodwork. 

Water  is  taken  from  the  main  supply  and  when  full  the  pool 
contains  125,000  gallons  of  water,  the  size  of  the  pool  being  looft. 
by  35ft.,  with  a depth  varying  from  4ft.  to  7ft.  pins. 

A Bells  Filtration  Plant  with  ozone-air  sterilization  has  been 
installed  and  the  water  is  changed  at  the  rate  of  approximately 
10,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  above  system  supercedes  a system  of  cleansing  the  water 
by  chlorination. 

Sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  for  both  sexes. 

May-Phill  Roadhouse,  Battlesbridge.  The  swimming  pool, 
which  is  owned  by  Mr.  P.  H.  Evans,  adjoins  the  Roadhouse  which 
is  situated  about  250  yards  from  the  Chelmsford-Southend  Road 
on  the  bank  of  the  River  Crouch. 

The  size  of  the  pool  is  175ft.  by  45ft.  bins,  with  a depth  varying 
from  3ft.  to  8ft  bins,  and  its  capacity  is  312,000  gallons. 

Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  water,  the  owner 
was  approached  during  1935  and  advised  to  adopt  measures  which 
would  ensure  a pure  supply  of  water  to  the  pool. 

A purification  plant  has  been  installed,  capable  of  purifying 
all  the  water  in  the  pool  in  8 hours — at  the  rate  of  39,000  gallons 
per  hour — by  chlorination. 

Sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  for  both  sexes.

The  Index  of  Work  on  pages  31  to  33  shows  the  improve- 
ments carried  out  during  the  year  on  dairy  farm  premises  as  a 
result  of  consultations  or  requests  from  your  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Department. 

The  table  on  page  46  shows  the  number  of  premises  in  respect 
of  which  application  for  registration  has  been  made  since  the 
passing  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922,  and 
trading  during  the  year  1938. 


PREMISES  IN  RESPECT  OF  WHICH  APPLICATION  FOR  REGISTRATION  HAS  BEEN  MADE 
SINCE  THE  PASSING  OF  THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1922,  AND 

TRADING  DURING  THE  YEAR  1938. 
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During  the  year  the  Essex  County  Council  tested  172  samples 
of  milk,  purchased  in  Chelmsford  Rural  District,  for  tubercle 
bacilli,  and  8 samples  proved  to  be  infected. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  15  purveyors  of  milk  during 
1938.  Before  a registration  certificate  is  issued  in  respect  of  any 
dairy  premises,  such  premises  are  inspected  and  any  necessary 
improvements  are  notified  to  the  occupier.  In  all  cases  careful 
supervision  is  given  and  advice  is  at  all  times  welcomed  by  the 
good  farmer  who  is  anxious  to  produce  and  supply  clean  milk. 

(b)  Meat  Inspection. 

1,325  inspections  were  made  at  slaughterhouses  and  butchers’ 
shops.  There  are  14  slaughterhouses  distributed  throughout  the 
district.  As  a result  of  the  visits,  7,895lbs.  of  meat  were  con- 
demned as  diseased  or  unsound  and  unfit  for  the  food  of  man. 
This  work,  as  will  be  gathered,  is  very  important  and  occupies  a 
good  deal  of  your  Meat  Inspectors’  time.

A “ Registered  ” Slaughterhouse  is  one  which  was  in  use  prior 
to  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  which 
has  remained  in  continuous  use  since  that  time. 


A “ Permanently  Licensed  ” Slaughterhouse  is  one  which 
was  brought  into  use  or  erected  after  the  coming  into  force  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  but  before  the  5th  June,  1922. 

An  “ Annually  Licensed  ” Slaughterhouse  is  one  which  was 
first  used  or  erected  after  the  5th  June,  1922.  The  occupier  of 
such  a slaughterhouse  may  only  use  it  as  such  if  the  Rural  District 
Council  have  granted  him  a licence.  These  licences  expire  on  the 
31st  December  of  each  year  and  are  renewable  by  the  Council.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Infectious  Diseases  Generally. 

There  were  76  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (exclusive  of  Tuber- 
culosis) notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  74  for  1937  and 
93  for  1936. 

Of  these  cases,  25  were  Scarlet  Fever  and  24  Diptheria. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  in  the  area  during  the 
year  1938  is  set  out  in  the  table  on  page  52,  and  the  local  distri- 
bution on  page  53. 

No  Schick  or  Dick  tests  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Several  sporadic  cases  of  Diptheria  occurred  at  North  Woodham 
Ferrers  during  the  year  and  it  was  decided  to  give  facilities  for 
immunisation  against  this  disease.  Similar  facilities  were  provided 
in  this  area  in  1930,  before  the  time  of  the  present  child  population. 

The  family  Doctor  gave  the  injections.  The  response  was 
satisfactory,  96  children  having  been  immunised. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  this  area  since  the 
immunisation  has  taken  effect. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Acute  Polio- 
myelitis occurred  in  Essex.  Six  cases  occurred  in  the  District,  one 
of  which  proved  fatal. 

Measles  was  prevalent  throughout  most  of  the  district  during 
the  earlier  part  of  the  year.  The  type  was,  on  the  whole,  mild. 


PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year  under  Section 
176  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blind- 
ness or  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or 
injury  to  the  eyes.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925  (relating  to  persons 
suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade),  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 
(relating  to  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis). 

During  the  year  there  were  20  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis 
(17  Pulmonary  and  3 Non-Pulmonary). 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  the  total 
Tuberculosis  deaths  was  1:4.  There  was  no  evidence  of  any 
wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify.
